There Is a cantlldtitc lor PrcsUlrnl who hna 
been pr(!!ichlnK lor mtire Iliaii a year Hint 
the leaders ol both major parties ntn com- 
mitted to a policy of "Bet tough with niLwIn."

The Truman doctrine was not a rcI-IourIi 
policy. It was a move to save Greece Irom the 
Imminent danger of communism Imposed 
forcibly by the agcnU of a touEh Ru.ssla. It 
was also a move to save Turkey Irom Hie 
certainty of ii similar late If her neighbor 
Greece were overcome. 

The ERP Ls not a get-tough policy, cltHer. 
Originally the Marshall plan was meant 
to Include RuEla and her salcllltcs. The 
European trend toward mutual military dc- 
lense. with ERP'a help, Is a defensive gesture 
which arises from Russia's opposition to EUP 
and continuing aggression. 
. Neither was the decision to rebuild western 
Germany and make 11 an economic unit an 
example of toughness toward Rus.ila. Tlils. 
too, was a forced move resulting Irom Rursla's 
Intransigence and Insistence on a policy 
which would amount to America's IlmincliiB 
Gennan reparation payments to Russia. 

But four recent events have Ilnally given 
some notlco that the U, S. Intends to gel 
. tough. They are: Mr. Truman's retiuest 
for aelectlve service; the proposal to return 
Trieste to Italy; the notice to Italians that 
there would bo no ERP for them II they voted 
In a communist government; the decision 
to leave the American lone of Germany undei 
army supervision and to keep our forces in 
Berlin. ■ * 

These four events do not constitute war- 
mongering. Far Irom It. The Ilrst Is simply 
a move -to bring our defenses up to peace- 
time strength. ?Ti£ second and third are at- 
tempts to countcr'a Soviet maneuver bclore It^ 
happens instead of alter. Tlio last calLi a 
.fiovJet bluff. 

•* These moves do not mean war. They 
fiimply mean that American policy is becom- 
ing focused where formerly It was diffused. 
The process ol focusing Is not yet complete. 
There Is still a lot of almlc,-.5, tlmc-wastlng 
luss oyc'r thlngs'of minor importance. Polltlci ■ 
Inevitably Intrude. ' 

Kevcrtliclcss, there are signs that thl.i 
country Is becoming determined In a positive 
Way, Problems of diplomacy and dclciise arc 
being dealt with more as a unit, even tlioub'b 
our defenses nre by no means secure ant! our 
diplomacy still suffers somewhat from con- 
fusion and short -slghtcdncss. 

The country must hasten to build up Its 
military strength. At the same lime It can 
scarcely be denied tlint the problem Is, In the 
last analysis, diplomatic. Our goal Is peace 
and Justice. Our aim Is to avoid war, even If 
we must put ourselves on a wartime footing 
to do so. To start a war— a so-called pre- 
ventive war— would be to confess a traElc and 
complete failure ol statesmanship.
